Italian Stamp Values 


by Anthony Belfiore 


Introductory note:—During world war II, Italian stamps sold 
at a premium in the United States, due partly to imports cut off 
from suppliers in Italy and partly to unusual buying up of stocks 
by speculators and investors in Italy. 

The high point in Scott catalogue pricings was reached in 1946. 
Then in 1947, 1948 and 1949—the bottom fell out of prices of 
Italian stamps—available-in the United States, due partly to the 
huge liquidations of the wartime holdings by speculators dumping 
tu.eir properties in America for dollars, and partly because of the 
devaluation of Italy’s lira following her defeat. 

By 1950, there was a decided leveling off, with definite rises 
shown in the 1951 Scott catalogue. The 1952 edition of Scott’s cata- 
logue shows significant upward trends in prices of Italian stamps, 
which when compared with the 1946 highpoint—proves this field is 
once again attractive for specialization and sound investment. 


THE FOLLOWING FACTS ARE OFFERED TO SUPPORT THE 


The semipostals and airmails are still lower than the 
highpoints, with the exception of: 


Most of others in this group are 
still below the top 1946 prices. 


Others here show slight increases. 


ITALIAN SOMALILAND: only slight insignificant changes. 
ERITREA: More than 80% of all items here show good up- 
ward pricings above the 1946 top levels. 


FIUME: small upward pricings. Notable exceptions are the | 
Arbe and Veglia overprints (Scott #122 /33) priced at 
$29.20 mint or used when they retail for only $4.00. Confu- 
sion due to improper listing of these issues. 

ITALIAN STATES: Steady strong upward increases. But 
only the Oliva, Sassone or Landmans catalogues of Italy 
are better reflections of actual worths of these classics. 


TRIESTE: AMG V.G/ AMG F.T.T. 

All Scott prices are obsolete and do not reflect actual val- 
values of these issues, as retail prices have jumped from 
10% to over 100% over most new issue prices. The market 
here is the most active than any other country.

They are adept at 
getting American dollars, and when they 
can not get them in an honorable way 
they resort to blackmail or any other 
means. 

Since we printed a letter regarding 
f trade in Chinese stamps and made a brief 
e editorial comment we have had some let- 
ters from readers who are for stopping 
trade with the Communist countries en- 
tirely. We of course favor such a plan, in

New York Postal Service 


We are glad to see an article in the New York World-Telegram 
of February 18, regarding postal service as it is dished out in New 
York City. We have repeatedly complained of the Postal Service 
as it is dished out all over the country with reference to delivery of 
our paper subscribers. It of course does no good, in fact we some- 
times wonder if we are not deliberately given worse service as a 
penalty for speaking our mind. Our paper is in format and in make- 
up and contents essentially a NEWSPAPER. As such it is entitled 
to better service than publications which are magazines and in 
magazine format and no matter what one may call a paper, a maga- 
zine or a newspaper, it is a fact that magazines are usually of one 
format and so called because of that form and newspapers are of 
another form and usually so called because of the form and style of 
them, and their contents. 

We have noted lately that our contemporary publication 
STAMPS which we have believed to be and have recognized as a 
magazine since its publication began years ago, has lately been 
printing the word “NEWSPAPER” on its mailing wrappers. The 
Object of this is to support the claim they now wish to make, that 
their magazine is a newspaper so that it will get better handling in 
the mails. 

Small publications have a tough time of getting service in this 
big postal service of America. Big publications get fairly good serv- 
ice or they find out why mighty quick as they have a powerful kick 
behind them when they want to kick. 

Postal rates have been advancing year after year and service is 
still far from what it should be. There is a fault somewhere which 
could be corrected, but it is not corrected. It takes no more work to 
get the mail through one day than on another day, in fact if it gets 
a bit congrested, then it means some killed time to get it straightened 
out again. The service once had a splendid motto but that motto has 
long since fallen by the wayside whether the department knows it 
or not. There is just one way to give service as it should be given 
and that is a ruling that is universal throughout the entire service 
that no piece of mail is to lay in any office over 24 hours. If that 
ruling is observed the service will be speeded up and it takes less 
work to do it that way than to do it by getting in a jamb here and 
there and then have to dig out. Perhaps the service in New York 
is poor just from such jambs. We know for a fact that delivery on 
our paper in the heart of New York City is slower than in small 
towns and communities throughout the area surrounding New York 
City. There is a reason for this and that reason is temporary con- 
gestion periods wherein mail accumulates and then they have to dig 
themselves out. 

What is most needed in the Postal Service is a divorce from 
Politics, then set up a system whereby employees will be advanced 
in the service on merit. Give the boys who do the work a chance to 
show their ability and hold better jobs, 

Then instruct postmasters everywhere that every bit of mail 
that comes to their office must be moved inside of 24 hours. 

To do such a thing will require management on the part of the 
postmasters in every city and town as well as of the men in charge 
of terminals and division points all over the country. Put good 
men in these positions and give them authority and instructions to 
handle the mail and we know it can be done, for good American 
workmen and men in management positions are capable and only 
lack authority from the higherups. We can have good postal service 
if there is the effort made to supply it but it can not be done if a 
bunch of politicians are to be the bosses. 

We often wonder just how long the American Public is going to 
pt A with all the graft and dishonesty that is rampant in pubilc 

e today. 

Yes we know this,is not strictly a stampic editorial but postal 
service is stampic and that comes from the government and if the 
government is rotting and decaying from grafting officials or ap- 
og od then it is the concern of stamp collectors as well as every- 
one e :

In the February 18 edition, on 
pages six and seven, I had a story 
on Devils Tower near Devils 
Tower, Wyoming. Among a num- 
ber of very nice letters on its ap- 
pearance is one from the Rev. W. 
R. Mann, of the Board of National 
Missions, Presbyterian Church of 
the United States, Midland, Texas. 

The Rev. Mann has some addi- 
tional interesting comment which 
readers of the story will enjoy, 
and I am herewith reproducing 
an excerpt from his letter:— 

“Thanks for your interesting 
and factual write-up of the Devils 
Tower. We lived within sight of 
the Tower for 10 years—1916-26. 
It was 45 miles north and a little 
east of our place near Moorcroft 
and was plainily visible from a 
hill on our ranch. 

“One had to tora the Belle 
Fourche to reach the Tower in 
those days and there was no vil- 
lage of Devils Tower. 

“At that time, 1916. the Tower 
had been climbed by only two 
people, a man and his wife. They 
had made a ladder up the almost 
vertical side by driving pine 
stakes into a crack that extended 
from bottom to near the top. This 
was a great task and tock a large 
part of the summer, as only one 
cr two stakes could be taken up 
at a trip and the iadder was at 
least 300 feet long. This was be- 
fore the government had taken 
over in 1926. 

“After the government took 
over they removed the lower 40 
feet of the ladder to prevent its 
use. This was because the stakes 
had become rotten. but before 
the removal of the ladder some 
eight or ten other people had been 
to the top. 

“In 1927 or thereabouts a ‘Hu- 
man Fly’ made the ascent in 12 
minutes. It took him nearly three 
times as long to get down. ~ 

“When the fellow landed on 
top by parachute it required the 
combined forces of eight profes- 
sional mountain climbers to get 
him down. In the meantime he 











was supplied with food dropped 
to him by ‘chute.”

Here and there throughout the 
Scott Specialized Catalog are re- 
corded sub-varieties of main num- 
bers which are said to be imperf 
horizontally, or imperf vertically 

To many collectors those terms 
are not clear for I frequently re- 
ceive in the mail, or am told about 
stamps which readers believe fall 
in either category. The interest 
is brought on by the fact that 
such imperfs are worth much 
more than fully perforated copies. 

The only way you can be cer- 
tain that you have such imperf 
varieties is to collect them in 
pairs or larger units with the im- 
perf condition between at least 
two of the stamps. 

Even if you were right on the 
scene when an imperf pair was 
severed, and you definitely knew 
that your stamp came from such 
a pair you would not be able to 
prove this fact satisfactorily to a 
third person. 

Just remember you do not have 
an imperf horizontally or imperf 
vertically stamp of the known 
varieties unless you can show the 
condition in a pair of stamps, or 
one good stamp with a substantial 
-. of a second one attached to 
it.

A few columns ago I wrote 
about the willingness of Capt. 
Charles E. Milbury to service the 
prepared covers of collectors at 
ports throughout the world at 
which his ship touches. Person- 
ally, I have gotten some dandies 
from him including the first 
“PAQUEBOT” covers ever to go 
through the port of Pusan, Korea, 

In a recent letter, Capt. Milbury 
wrote that his round-trip to ‘orea 
and back via Japan was com- 
pleted and that his next acssign- 
ment would take him to the Per- 
sian Gulf. It is on that trip covers 
placed in his hands will be serv- 
iced. 

On that Korean journev he was 
on the “S.S. Irenestar.” His pre- 
sent will be aboard the “M. V. 
Brightstar” the largest ship of his 
company’s fleet. (The “M. V.” is 
an abbreviation for Motor Ves- 
sel). 

Capt. Milbury had heard from 
over 700 collectors at the time he 
wrote the letter, and this number 
probably has been increased sub- 
stantially. 

While it will not be possible to 
place covers in his hands for the 
Persian Gulf trip (he has 2!ready 
sailed), collectors might want to 
be represented on others. Place 
your name and address on the 
6%” size envelopes to the right, 
add a 3c stamp, insert a stuffer, 
and either turn the flap in, or 
seal it. 

He charges nothing for this 
friendly accomodation, but you 
could include a few mint com- 
mems for his trovhte. Send your 
package of prepared covers to 
Capt. C. E. Milbury, 905 Lake 
Shore Dr., Collingswood, N. J. 

It must be remembered by all 
who send such covers for service, 
that Capt. Milbury cannot guar- 
antee anything as to getting them 
back. He will not replace or be 


responsible for covers not re- 
ceived, 

Cover collectors could help 
themselves quite a bit if they 


would just make a few advance 
preparations in the spare hours 
they have. I refer to the fact 
that they miss some events be- 
cause they do not have envelopes 
and stamps ready to go on short 
notice. 

A person following the cover 
field would do well to have from 
fifty to a hundred envelopes on 
hand on which has been added his 
name and address, a 3c stamp, a 
stuffér inserted and the flap seal- 
ed or turned in. In case of events 
requiring airmail postage he will 
need a 6c stamp. 

Then when one of those quick 
cover events comes up all he need 
do is to place some of these pre- 
pared covers in an envelope and 
rush them to the post office. 

It might also be pertinent to 
add that there is no excuse for a 
collector not having a commem 
on such covers. A commemora- 
tive adds considerably to its ap- 
pearance and is certa’nly of more 
value than a common three center.

COMMONWEALTH CATALO- 
GUE. The Commonwealth Cata- 
Jogue of George VI stamps first 
appeared with the 1951 issue, and 
contained much information not 
available in other catalogues. The 
original issue was quickly sold 
and a second printing was issued 
which again was soon gone. Due 
to the shortage of paper there was 





no third printing. 

In announcing the 1952 cata- 
logue, the publishers stated that 
the issue would be large enough 
to take care of all expected de- 
mand. However, collectors of 
George VI stamps soon bought all 
available copies and again the 
supply was exhausted. 

Collectors will be pleased to 
learn that the publishers have 
just advised that there is a second 
printing of this 1952 catalogue, 
with the hope that the same will 
enable all collectors to obtain a 
copy if desired. 

This column was the first to 
show the advantages of this cata- 
logue and the resulting demand 
was so large that even this second 
printing may not be enough to 
satisfy the increasing demand. 

UNION SOUTH AFRICA. The 
one shilling value of the Corona- 
tion sets exists without the hyphen 
in SUID-AFRICA. Although not 
recognized by Scott, this variety 
is priced in the Commonwealth 
catalogue at 10 shillings. 

SAMOA. It is reported that a 
complete new postage stamp set 
inscribed “Western Samoa” is 
being prepared for early release.

AAA SAFETY 
(Continued from page 1) 





organization has had a good many 
tough fights, and a_ creditable 
number of victories. It pioneered 
the good roads movement and se- 
cured federal help to the states in 
building highways. Freedom of 
interstate travel was concluded so 
that a motorist going from one 
state to another didn’t need a 
license of si ch other states than 
his own in \\ aich he moved about. 

Also supported was the Dyer 
Anti-Theft Act which prohibited 
the interstate transportation of 
stolen cars and broke up a vici- 
ous racket. 

These are but a few of the 
many beneficences resulting from 
AAA action. 

As to the Safety aspects of the 
commemoration the Association 
has an intensive safety program 
to cope with the serious traffic 
accident problem. School Safety 
Patrols sponsored and equipped 
by the AAA Clubs now have some 
350,000 members providing daily 
protection to 8% million school- 
mates in some 6100 communities. 

Largely through the work of 
these patrols, of which one in ac- 
tion is shown on the stamp, a 
substantial reduction in the num- 
ber of fatalities in the school-age 
group has been effected in a per- 
lod when traffic accidents in- 
volving other age groups _in- 
creased. 

In the early days, B. G. (before 
garages), it used to irk the auto- 
mobilist that livery stables would 
not provide room to house their 
“mount”; it upset them consider- 
ably when city officials would 
not permit their “four-wheelers” 
in the city parks; and it got them 
real mad when ferry boat cap- 
tains would not haul them on 
their boats, 

But those weren’t the only 
handicaps our duster-clad and 
goggle-equipped motoring ances- 
tors had to contend. The farmers 
as a group threw monkey wrench- 
es in the machinery of their gaso- 
line-fumed lives. 

At the turn of the century, for 
example, a body of farmers in 





Pennsylvania formed what they 
called the “Farmers Anti-Auto- 
mobile Society” and campaigned 
for the following ordinances: 

“1. Upon discovering an ap- 
proaching team of horses, the au- 
tdmobilist must pull his vehicle 
off to the side of the road and 
cover it with a blanket to corres- 
pond to the scenery. 

“2. The speed limits on country 
roads will this year be a secret, 
and the penalty for violation will 
be $10 for every mile an offender 
is caught going in excess of it. 

“3. In case an automobile makes 
a team run away, the penalty will 
be $50 for the first mile, $100 for 
the second, $200 for the third, 
etc. that the team runs, in addi- 
tion to the usual damages. 

“4. On approaching a corner 
where he cannot command a view 
of the road ahead, the automobil- 
ist must stop not less than 100 
yards from the turn, toot his horn, 
ring a bell, fire a revolver, halloo, 
and send up three bombs at in- 
tervals of five minutes.” 

If you think those were rather 
difficult laws to operate under 
then consider the one which re- 
quired that in case a horse would 
not pass an automobile, the car 
owner was required to “take the 
machine apart as rapidly as pos- 
sible and conceal the parts in the 
grass!” 

Yes, there’s been fifty years of 
headaches, heartaches and tri- 
umphs for the American motorist 
and his American Automobile As- 
sociation. 

So it is quite excusable, and ob- 
viously appropriate that the AAA 
shout philatelically. and publicity 
of its fifty years of notable accom- 
plishments.
